Aristotle Chosen 
The first of tho ten groat books 
' . mentioned was the work ot v the famous 
Greek philosopher, • Ihveritor, poet, 
writer, and mathematician, Aristotle. 
1 ' Mis work was truly entitled to be calied 
' great because ho was one of the out- 
standing Influences in Europe during 
tho Middle Ages. His works on poetry, 
dramatics, mathematics, logic, and 
philosophy were regarded as standards 
by. which overythlng else was com- 
. posed. ;Evcn today his 'influences Is 
felt, as in the present trend of the 
drama to the old Greek style, 

Thé gospel' of St. Matthew Is 
.another fine piece oC work. A perfect 
jbiography, it conforms with the ac 
s&a 'Jfknowledged -requirements of all good 
. literature. From Spain comes Cer- 
' Vante's , Don Quixote, a story wrltton 
'-In derision of tho false chivalry of tho 
^Spaniards of that time. Though 
^peculiar, with his Roslnante, etc., the

SPEAKING the other day to a group of 
McGill students, a professor lamented 
the restrictions now imposed upon free 
speech. This thought at first seems to be an 
incongrous one in these gloriously emàn- 
'.cipated times, and a totally unnecessary 
thing to say to independent youth. But his 
.warning was apt, and an uncomfortable 
one to consider. 

Our. forefathers struggled hard for 
liberty of speech and bjood was spilt be- 
fore the goal was gained. For, if history 
be true, it was gained. When the twentieth 
century awoke it was bathed in the sun- 
light of freedom, and took that freedom as 
its due. 

- But what the father wins the son 
.^.treats- lightly. Few of us have felt the 
authoritative yoke, and the cherished 
treasure of the past has become a mere 
gimcrack. So many desire liberty and 
tolerance only when they are underneath; 
and when on top are willing to call out the 
army, the navy, and the forces of Satan 
io protect their views. ^ 
In days of long ago the reformer was 
punished for criticism of the sovereign, or 
opposition to the church. God and the King 
- , • wei;e' sacred. Now, to a considerable extent, 
we can express our views on royalty and 
religion. But there is a mightier Holy of 
; Holies. Woe betide the trembling heretic 
I who dares oppose our Economic System! 
>«- The-fleshy arm of authority will smite him 
:: , down. : 

No longer are we prevented from say- 
\ ing.,that the government is inefficient or 
\ harmful. But what a grievous crime it is 
for men to cry that" they are . starving, 
wicked and immoral it is to demand 
ork. This is flagrant treason, so crash, 
goes the bludgeon. How dare those wretch- 
es ask for 'food? Throw them in jail. 

And thus, as we take for granted the 
rights that are ours, some of them may 
slip away. If, in the past, no institution 
Was too sacred to bear the attack of man, 
then there certainly is none such now. The 
principle is recognized but its maintenance 
is neglected. 

Those, and they are many; who have 
always believed in freedom of speech, 
even though it is an old-fashioned ideal, 
should realize the danger in which their, 
belief stands. A university, - if it is a place 
of education, will be a place of tolerance. 
If authprity gag the people, then the very 
silence of the masses will be a reproach to 
'educated.

f\F THE TWO FORMS of Negro mu'slo, secular 
and spiritual the latter Is the earlier. Both 
forms are similar to the ballads of England and 
Scotland, In the way In which they were' com- 
pbsed. "Work sonfes which are a branch of the 
secular songs Illustrate the' ' point,'- 'A gang' of 
Negroes employed In hauling,' for example, ytll 
help the co-ordination of their movements by 
some prhaso from their leader, all ohimlns In at 
the chorus, and all working In time to the music. 
Th« phrase more often than not, Is suited to the 
work of the moment. At the camp gathering 
during the evening It Is repeated, enlarged and 
revised. It becomes part" of the repertoire of the 
company, and soon becomes known to the sur- 
rounding country. , 

The most Interesting way in which the secular 
songs were spread and Incidentally developed, 
was by means of the "music-physlclaner", a sort 
of respectable tramp minstrel, who wandered all 
over the country, attending the various gatherings 
of the Negroes to provide tho music. His repu- 
tation depended upon tho quantity ■ of his songs, 
I to them whenever possible. He 
would for example, pick up the work song de- 
scribed above modify it to suit his feelings, and 
present It to his next audience. In this manner It 
was spread ' among - the. black populace of the 
South, often in many variations. 

The secular songs were chiefly of musical 
value. The lyrics consisted of * tingle word or 
prhase repeated many times, with a last line of 
further Interest' added. These last linos had y no 
theme, were absolutely disjointed, and wcro used 
more for their' sound effects than anything else. 
Negroes are very sensitive to rhythm as well as 
being extremely musical. Their tompb is always 
perfect and often too Intricate for white ears to 
follow; and in a gathering is often stressed by 
alternately slapping their hands together and on 
their knees,

Market days wore, also sources of music- 
al Inspiration, chiefly In the cries, of the oyster- 
man, the crabseller, tho yegetablo vendor -and .the 
like.

ln -numerous songs', including many quaint 'référ- 
ences to animals. And the Negro's' love #of gam- 
bling, — the crap game — could that go unsung? 
Never! Dreamily he chants, 

"When I die, bury me deep, 

Tell all the gamblers that 'I've gone to sleep; 

Put a pair of bones In fiiy right hand,' 

And I'll roll seben In do promised land." 
The. loves of the Negro abound In abuse, distrust, 
jealousy and Infidelity, and his songs tell It all.'. 

The spirituals aro even more Interesting than 
tho' secular songs, for their music is of far more 
appeal, and the words more' nearly thematic The 
Negroes are very religious, and become Infused 
with a far more Intense spirit than. any of their 
white brethren. Gathered devoutedly In tho con- 
gregation, after, listening to the exhortation of 
the preacher, the Negroes would pray 1 ' with fer 
vent ardour. "O Lord," "Amen" and. other sli 
ejaculations: would be . forthcomihi 
until -with 'the whole group electrified some poor 
sinner would offer a plea, a real Negro moan, 
sobbed In musical cadence. An Improved response 
would be returned, the plea would sound again, 
louder and more Impassioned. '' Mora voices would 
answer, shaping their words Into a musical 
phrase and thus would be created another spiritual. 
Many of these spiritual's were the work of talent- 
ed musicians- working alone, but the vast majority 
were the natural responses of a,grpup : 'of ^ellsious^ 
pressure. T J 9 % 

The Negroes' ^ hèaven Is on "the other side 
Jordan", and. many were the spirituals referring to 
this. Elstenlng to their plaints, In "Nobody 
Knows the Trouble I See" or "Sometimes I Feel 
like a Motherless Child" one sees tho contrast of 
peace In "Deep River, My Home Is over Jordan." 
"Swing Low Sweet Chariot" pleads tho Darky, 
-'Tm 'gwlne up, gwlne.up" he cries exultantly, and 
In a final joyous, shout, he sings "I got wihgs, you 
got wings," all God's Chllluns got wings." The

"Holy Book" was another source of Inspiration, 
and such songs as "Steal away to Jesus" "I've 
Got a Home In dat Rock" as well as implications 
against the troubles of his enslaved race in "Go 
Down Moses" are further gems. 

Most people, when asked to name a Negro 
spiritual, will be sure to Include something like 
"Old Black Joe". The songs of this typo are un- 
doubtedly good, but are compositions of a white 
man, Stephen Foster, are classified as plantation 
melodies, and can not be regarded as of the true 
Negro community origin. Th« true folk-song of 
the Darkies Is without Its equal on the American 
continent, and though Investigations are being 
made Into the mus°lo of the Mountaineers, tho In- 
fluence of Scotch and European lore over It will 
not allow it to take tho place of the Negro's con- 
tribution to the world of art. 

When tho Negro singe, the mârvèllous musical 
effect, coupled with the perfect rhythm Is enough 
to make one forget such things as vocal defects. 
In general, however, It Is found that the women's 
voices, when confined to thèlr natural range, have 
a peculiarly pathetic timbre, and the basses are 
rich and sonorous. To listen to such artists as 
Edna Thomas or Paul Robeson, or* to such a group 
as the FIsk Singers, Is a revelation, It Is an In- 
troduction to another art.

Payton Misses Three 

It was tho fourth period that told 
tho talo and showed up tho weakness 
of McGill. For nearly four minutes 
McGill . wcro. one .man up on Toronto 
who took two ot .the three penalties 
of tho game, and yet in that period 
which was most crucial they could 
not tally. On threo separate occasions 
In fifteen seconds Matthams took the 
ball from the Bluo forwards and pass- 
ed to Payton who was tho unmarked 
man. Tho latter was evidently tired 
for not one of tho shots reached the 
goal. From this period the result was 
obvious and Toronto put in two fresh 
men who went down the tank, even 
though- it was to halfway, and Davey 
put in a long. shot which tallied tying 
the score. The final gun soon put 
McGill out of their misery. 

Garton took tho honours of the day 
for his goaltcndlng and giving Tor- 
onto tho title. ITayhoe, captain of tho 
Blue, although ' on defence was ever 
a threat to McGill. Bourno was to tho 
fore for McGill and was tho play 
maker for his tean^ while Matthams
